SEGREGATION PROVEN A FAILURE 


United 
Anti-Vice 
Societies 
of 
the 
Five 
Largest 
Cities 
in 
the 
State Present Reasons 
for the Measure. 


Special to the Democrat. 
Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 4.—The anti­ 
vice 
societies 
of St. Louis, Joplin, 
Springfield, St. Joseph and Kansas 
City ask the Missouri legislature to 
pass an injunction 
and 
abatement 
law for the better repression of com­ 
mercialized vice in this state. 
The proposed law declares all im­ 
moral houses to he nuisances and pro­ 
vides for their abatement. 
It per­ 
petually enjoins the owners of the 
buildings and the persons conducting 
the nuisance. 
Violations of the in­ 
junction are punishable by a fine of 
from $200 to $1,000, or by imprison­ 
ment from three to six months, or by 
both fine and imprisonment. 
A tax 
of $300 may be levied on the property, 
and furnishings of the building may 
be sold to pay the costs of prosecu­ 
tion. 
By the provisions of this bill action 
against the property or keeper of the 
houso may begin by the prosecuting 
attorney or by any cilizen or corpora­ 
tion. 
The general reputation of the 
place is admissable in proving the ex­ 
istence of a nuisance. 
Any citizen 
bringing action is liable for the costs 
should the court find there was no 
reasonable cause for the action. 
However, the owner of the building 
may escape permanent injunction by 
paying the costs and 
furnishing 
a 
bond to the value of the property tim. 
he will abate the nuisance and pre­ 
vent its use for immoral purposes for 
one year. Immunity from punishment 
may be granted any witness testifying 
on behalf of the prosecution. 
The United Anti-Vice societies of 
the five big cities of this state pre 
sent the foil wing reasons 
for 
the 
passage of the bill:

The people of Missouri can no 
longer tolerate 
existing conditions. 
The large cities show frightfully im­ 
moral conditions which are degrading 
and destroying 
our

people.

The present laws do not meet 
the situation.

most 
effective 
means for suppression of vice is by 
suit to enjoin bawdy and assignation 
houses. 
Under the .present common 
law our supreme court has recently 
decided that only a notorious bawdy 
house is a public nuisance and can 
be enjoined.

Trains of the New York division cf 
the Pennsylvania railroad were held 
up more than an hour and a half by 
the flames which destroyed the lum­ 
ber yaipl of the Charles Esto company 
aud seventeen dwellings on Glenwood 
evolute, in North Philadelphia, while 
traffic on the Philadelphia & Reading 
railway from Camden, N J., was dis­ 
continued by a fire which destroyed 
its station there ani 
damaged 
the 
lumber yard of C. D. Coles and tho 
John Dialogue ship-building plant. 
Four firemen were injured at tho 
Camden fire, while nearly half a hun­ 
dred were overcome by the heat and 
smoke from the flames in Philadel­ 
phia . 
Tho origin of the fire in North Phil­ 
adelphia is unknown. 
Flames were 
discovered shortly after 8 o’clock in 
the lumbeV 
yard, 
which 
occupies 
three and a half acres and was filled 
with prepared lumber, cliielly hard­ 
wood. 
So rapidly did 
the 
flames 
spread that one of the fire engines 
which was attached to a near-by wat­ 
er plug was partly consumed. 
The property loss at the Estes fire 
was fixed at $200,000, 
exclusive 
of 
tho burned lumber, which it is esti­ 
mated was valued at $500,000. 
A cigarette thrown in some waste 
is believed to have caused the fire in 
the Camden railroad station. 
Four 
par lor cars and 21 passenger coaches 
were destroyed. 
The loss to the Reading railway is 
estimated at $105,000; that of C. D.
